There is also some opinions that Es is better at night than in the deytime, I 
have never found this so at any one-of 5 DKing locations. More peoplo are home to DX: 
et night, and this accounts for the greater number of reports for that time. With 
data available from 15 ionosodes for July and August, '57, I have compiled some info 
oa this subject. Looking first at the 6 donosodes in or near the US proper, I find 
tuat the best hour cs far as number of openings -is concerned, was 1600 hours at the 
uid-point, with 0900 to 1100, 1500, & 2000 following close behind. Looking at the 
MUF, the highest value was at 0600, with close followers at 0300, 0900, 1000, and. 
1900. The worst timo for Be TV DX was 2200 to 2400, with 1700 following close behind 
and 0400 to 0800 pretty low elso. 1300 showdd the lowest values between 0900 and 1600 
however you look at it.

Remember, these times ere for local time at the mid-point of tho pathe 
Prom this over-all view-point, 0400 is the pootaet tine for ts, and the best time is 
still 1600. 

When I had lots of time for TV Dking, and e good location (both Florids and Vir-~ 
ginia) I always found better Es in the daytine than at night, both as to number of 
openings and as to signal strength and picture quality. My old logs shoed no DX bew 
fore 0800, building to a peak by 0900, ond gradually dropping off to 1200, up again 
by 1500 and to a lull ct 1800 with « small increase after sunset. However, it seems 
that evening openings are more widespread, and henee give better chance for double- 
hop DX. - But when double-hop daytime Es does occur, it is apt to be better, 

By the time you read this, the summer Es should begin to pop in around the contry 
side, so don't miss these carly openings - they are often very good. And if you have 
any daytime Es from your south, better watch out for South America by Es F2, while the 
TE (trans-equitroial scatter) may be strong at night. Hems have already noted some . 
JE as far north es Canadel Such DX is likely to be qhite weak, very ghosty and.the 
sound may even be flittery. Any such DX should be reported immediately, whether IDed
